there small pieces of wood could be seen 
among the rubbish, and an elderly woman 
was busily engaged inserting a pair of 
tongs through the railings and extracting 
any splinters that happened to be within 
her reach. She had accumulated a fair- 
sized bundle of faggots wrapped in a 
piece of sacking, which she drew hurriedly 
under her shawl as a policeman appeared 
at the end of the street. There are some 
occasions, however, when the law has a 
blind eye, and I am glad to say this was 
one of them. 

The other incident happened in a noisy 
and populous street. A coal dray was 
passing up a slight incline when one of 
the full sacks at the back fell on to the 
street and burst with the impact. 
Immediately a crowd, mainly female. 
gathered from all directions and settled 
on the loot. The driver had gone a little 
distance before he became aware of his 
loss, and when he turned to retrieve it 
there was nothing left but an empty sack 
and a little black dust on the ground.

Dhe seaguils which rob the ducks in 
the pond in St. Stephen’s Green of much 
of the food that. is thrown to them are 
particularly active just now. It is strange 
that. some of the ducks seem quite afraid 
of the gulls, and when a gull and a duck 
hoth attempt to snatch the same piece of 
bread the duck will give way immediately. 
Other ducks are more determined and 
appear to be more than a match for the 
gulls who endeavour to rob them. These 
brave birds sweep aside any who venture 
into their path when they are intent upon 
a selected morsel. Unfortunately, some of 
the timid ducks get a very poor share of 
the food offerings. Recently I watched a 
child who concentrated upon these timid 
specimens, throwing her bread to within a 
few inches of their beaks; yet most of it 
was secured by the seagulls which, on some 
occasions, actually plucked bread out of 
the beaks of the ducks.

PROMISING IRISH INDUSTRIES, 


A good deal of interest is being evinced 


where a prominent position has been 
allotted to the North of Ireland stand. It 
is situated on one of the mam avenues 
leading from the principal entrance to the 
Fair, and should attract considerable 
attention by its picturesque appearance 
and the novelty of a few of the exhibits. 
Furthermore, hopes are expressed that a 
new industry may be developed in Belfast 
in the production of canned chickens, due 
to the enterprise of a Belfast firm. FExten- 
sive experiments have been made regard- 
ing cooking, flavour and keeping qualities, 
all of which have been entirely satisiac- 
tory: and, as the fowis are canned whole 
in jelly, it is stated that they are alone 
on the market, and should command a 
ready sale both at home and abroad. 

Canned apples from the orchards of 
County Armagh will also be exhibited, 
and these should give a stimulus to 
the fruit gardens of the North. This par- 
ticular product is not, in any way con- 
nacted with the operations of the Ministry 
of Agricuitvre, which has been advocating 
the establishment of fruit-canning 
factories, but is entirely due to private 
effort. Both the industries mentioned are 
capable of wide expansion, as there is 
constantly-increasing -demand for such 
articles, and their growth would mean 
work for many people. The Northern 
Ministry of Commerve has organised the 
exhibit from the Six.Counties, and may 
be relied upon to advance the interests of 
the province in every possible way.

lhe Executive Committee, in their annual 
report, which is signed by Mr. P. J. Halli- 
den, hon. secretary, state :—'' When our own 
cities and towns are overcrowded, production 
on the farms must decrease because of the 
emptiness of our fields and the roll of the 
unemployed must grow large: day by day. 
rom both the economic and huma points 
of view, the problem of keeping the ruval 
population on the land is a serious one, but 
it can be solved, at least in part, by makin 
rural life as interesting and as intellectual, 
and comparatively as remunerative as life 
in the city by showing our young people that 
is As possible to get sufficient comforts in 

a country side to satisfy any reasonable per- 

son, The first step in the solution of this 

problem must, therefore, be made with the 
humble working farmer and his family. His 
belief in individual efforts must be dispelled ; 
he must be convinced that national interests 
and his personal interests are identical; in 
other words, the seeds of co-operation must 
be sown more extensively. He must be 
taught that old systems are enslaving him- 
self and his family, and that co-operation in 
every department of his business is indis- 
pensable for his own welfare. Without our 
organisations for the marketing of all our 
farm produce, as well as for purchasing feed- 
ing stuffs, fertilisers and household requisites, 
we cannot have rural prosperity—and to 
attain that prosperity our best energies 

should be bent, since our existence as a 

ation depends on it. 

“ The cow-testing movement is one lever 
mminently calculated to attain this end 
peonomically and socially, Through the 
Irish Dairy Shorthorn Breeders’ Society the 
Vow-testing Associations are linked together, 
ind thousands of farmers are engaged in 
raising the standard of their dairy cows so 
‘hat they may yield more milk and produce 
irst-class store cattle The aim of the 
Society is to expand the national outlook 
of those farmers, to create a higher civic 
spirit amongst them and to make the pro- 
fession of farming generally more respected. 
Owing to the vaiuable information dissemi 
nated at their annual congresses and at the 
periodical meetings of branches of the 
Society modern scientific methods have been 
brought to bear on farm work in an 
appreciable number of cases, with the result 
that human labour has been economised, and 
by better management, better mating and 
judicious feeding the standard of our cattle 
as been not only well maintained but con- 
siderably enhanced.

The higher her capacity for yielding milk 
the greater will be the success of the in- 
dustries subsidiary to dairy farming. 
Kconomic pig rearing depends largely on the 
amount of separa milk available; calves 
will not develop into valuable commercial 
animals unless generously fed with milk in 
their early days; milk should enter largely 
into the ration of poultry, and even the rear- 
ing of highly bred horses is influenced b 
the amount of milk at the breeders’ disposal. 

‘ Realising the great value of milk and its 
products, whether used in the home, on the 
farm, or as an article of export, it is evident 
that development of the dairy cow is a work of 
ihe first national importance. To raise her 
standard of efficiency is the aim of the cow- 
testing schemes and of this Society. How 
far success had been attained may be gleaned 
from the following facts :— 
1.—In 1911 the best non-pedigree cow on 

test yielded 759 gallons in 45 weeks. In 
1919 the best non-pedigree cow on test 
yielded 1,200 gallons in 45 weeks. In 
1928 the best non-pedigree cow on test 
vielded 1,603 gallons in 45 weeks. 

Z2—In 1912 the average milk yield of 4ll 
cows on test was 430 gallons. In 1928 
the average milk yield of all cows on test 
was 580 gallons. 


ANNUITIES AND RATES. 

“ Note.—These figures show an increase 
of 150 gallons per cow, which, calculated at 
8d. per gallon (including price of sepdrated 
milk) would mean an increase of £5 for milk 
alone in the productive apes? of each cow. 
There are at present 1,227,000 dairy cows in 
the Free State, and if all our dairy farmers 
were to adopt the cow-testing scheme with 
the same success as the enterprising and 
energetic farmers who are engaged in this 
work there should be an increase in their 
incomes of over £6,000,000 Ie year! That 
is, a sum sufficient to pay all their annuities 
and all their rates! 

b. In 1912 the 1,000 gallon cow was unknown. 
In 1928 we had scores of herds ranging 
in size from four cows to forty cows 
which yielded an average of over 1,000 
vallons. 

“How bright would the prospects of our 
rural workers be if even 26 per cent, of we 
dairy farmers of the coumtry carried out ia 
its entivety the cow-testing scheme? At pre- 
sent only 7 per cent. of our cows are under 
test. 

MILK AND MEAT PRODUCTION. | 

In this country the breeding of cattle is 
more complex than elsewhere, because we are 
large producers of both dairy produce and 
heef on the same ground. If we were to 
breed for milk only, as in Denmark 
Holland, or increased beef production only, 
as in Argentina and Canada, our problem 
would be much more simple. 7 

“Whilst dairying is a basic industry 19 
which the whole system of agriculture in the 
Free State rests, it must not be forgotten that 
we derive from the store and beef cattle a 
very considerable portion of our national in- 
come. Our export of cattle is the greatest 
single item in the trade returns, in fact it is 
the biggest thing in the agricultural export 
trade of any European country. Jt will, 
therefofe, be seen that it is a matter of great 
importance that we should pay due attention 
to ths beefing as well as to the milking 
qualities of our stock. In Ireland the dairy

farmers or producers of dairy produce are 
also the raisers of the young stock which 
eventually become store and beef animals, 
and it is clear to anyone who thinks seriously 
over the provlem, t at it is absolutely essen- 
tial that the foundation of the breeding stock 
in the country—that is the cows that are 
kept by the ordinary dairy farmer—should 
be a dual-purpose animal of the highest pos- 
sible quality. Without such animels we can 
make no progress either in the production of 
dairy produce or in the production of beef. 
‘We have a number of what are the best 
dual-purpose animals in the world, that is 
the best class of a compact, deep-bedied milch 
cows at present kept by our best farmers. 
Unfortunately there is mixed with them a 
very large number of inferior cows—inferior 
from the point of view of either milk or beef 
production—and it is to the ultimate elimina. 
tion of these animals we must bend our 
energies. We are convinced that their elimi- 
nation can best be secured by the develop- 
ment and spread of the good class animals. 
of which a certain number are to be found 
in every district, and almost in every farm. 


CASH VALUE OF TESTED COWS. 

‘‘During the past years examples are 
numerous where registered non-pedigree cows 
(as well as cows which, although not regis- 
tered were tested through a Cow-test:ng 
Association) realised prices ranging from £10 
to £15 more than the best non-tested cow 
would make in the open fair. Datry heifers 
the progeny of milk-recorded ancestry have 
been readily bought for almost double the 
rices they would fetch without bearing the 
hallmark of specially bred animals, while the 
yearling bulls from our recorded cows that 
fetched from £30 to £75 at the spring sales 
would possibly be sold at one-third of that 
rice were it not that their breeding was 
nown and appreciated. 


DEPUTATION TO MINISTER. 
“ Last May Mr. Hogan, Minister for Agri- 
culture, received a deputation from this 
Society for the purpose of laying before him 
proposals calculated t» attract an increased 
number of dairy farmers to the scheme. The 
main proposals were:—(1) To reduce the pre- 
sent fee of 5s which the regulations required 
to be paid by farmers for each cow on test; 
(2) to make the position of supervisors of 
cow-testing associations more secure and 
more remunerative, so as to induce good men 
to take up the position; (3) calling for more 
extended training of supervisors; (4) asking 
for redemption of promises already made 
with reference to the pay, pension and pros- 
cts of cow-testing instructors (14 in num- 
ba The Minister pointed out that some of 
the proposals made would involve increased 
expenditure, and, while he was satisfied that 
further expenditure on the scheme was justifi- 
able, he could not promise to deal with the 
matters raised until the present position with 
regard to de-rating was decided one way or 
another. : 
THE PRESIDENT'S CUP. a 
“ The silver cup presented by Mr. Maur:ce 
Raleigh, Knocklong (President, 1928), for 
the best dairy shorthorn heifer in the Free 
State was won by Mr. Pat Beechinor, Slea- 
veen, Clonakilty, Co. Cork, with Beauty, a 
red roan heifer calved on 18th February, 
1926. Her yield was 11,448 lbs. of milk in 
45 weeks, with an average test of 3.98 per 
cent. butter-fat. She calved at the age of 
two years two months, and was accepted for 
registration at the end of her first lactation 
period. Her dam was a non-pedigree regis- 
tered cow of shorthorn type, Dunmanway, 
R.A. 3918, and her sire was a pure-bred 
registered dairy bull, Garrylawrence Minstrel 
{ , No, 198891). This was certainly a 
great performance for a heifer, and shows 
another one of the many possibilities of cow- 
testing.”’ 
The report also suggests the more liberal 
feeding of cattle during winter, both stores 
and dairy stock; the more careful study of 
leaflets issued by the Department of Agri- 
culture; the reading of a weekly or monthly 
agricultural journal by farmers; an arrange- 
ment by which a certain percentage of cows 
may calve during the winter months, thus 
ensuring a more extended milk supply; and 
the production of early beef as ‘‘ the produc- 
tion of ‘stores’ for fattening in another 
country is not sound economy.’ 


CATTLE INSPECTIONS AT 
DUBLIN PORT. 


ENGLISH PURCHASERS’ 
COMPLAINTS. 


The Secretary of the [Irish 
Exporters’ and Traders’ Association in 
Dublin (Mr. John Fleming) has received the 
following letter on the important question of 
the inspection of cattle at the Port of Dublin 
from Mr. J. H. Carruthers, Secretary to the 
Live Stock Traders’ Association of Great 
Britain, Ltd. (Laucashire and Cheshire Pro- 
vincial Council), dated January 1, 1950 :— 

“ Dear Srm,—I have been requested by a 
large number of my members. who are 
engaged in the Irish section of the Irish 
cattle trade, to write to you. They state 
that for the past three months a big pro- 
ortion of their cattle which have been 
Soak in the Dublin market have been 
stopped from being shipped to England by 
the veterinary inspectors of the Department 
of Agriculture, and for no apparent reason, 
in so much as they have been allowed to be 
shipped the day after, or very shortly after. 

‘The cattle are bought by these men in 
good faith and under the eves of veterinary 
inspectors. You will readily see that this 
preventing shipment is detrimental to their 
trade, causing general disorganisation and 
expenses, and, unless something ig done to 
prevent this, they can have no alternative but 
transfer their buying to Belfast. or, on the 
other hand, buy on this side im order to 
enable them to supply their customers. I! 
shall thank you much if you cau persuade 
your Association to take this question up and 
to do what it can to remove the grievance I 
have mentioned. I shall be pleased to hear 
what. you think can be done.

——— 


Several interesting cases have been se; 
down for hearing aarmg the Hilary Law 
Sittings, which wilt be opened in Dublin 
Castle. next Monday. “2 - . 

” In the Supreme Court there are some un- 
portant cases standing for judgiuent, iclud- 
mg the appeai by the Revenue Commissioners 
from a judgment of the High Court allowing 
an appeal by way of case stated by the Com- 
missioners for the Special Purposes of the 
Income Tax Acts brought by the executors 
of the late Kart of Iveagh against the assess- 
ment of the late Karl for imeome tax and 
super-tax for specified years, the issue im the 
appeal being the domoeile of the late Earl 
during those years of assessment. 

THE ERNE FISHERY. 

Another judgment to be deliyered relates 
to a preliminary objection “ raised by the 
piaintiffs in the case of Major KR. J. Moore, 
of ‘‘ The Clift,” Ballyshannon, and other 
members of the Erne Fishery Usetpety 
against a number of local fishermen and the 
Attorney-General of the Free State as repre- 
senting the general public. The action was 


brought by the plaintifis for a declaration, 


that they were entitled to a several fishery iu 
the tidal portion of the River Erne from the 
falls of Assaroe at Ballyshannon to the 
bar at Ballyshannon under a. Landed 
Esiates Court conveyance of Ilth March, 
1869. On the conclusion of the trial of the 
actiou, which lasted about twenty days, Mr. 
Justice Johnston gave judgment in favour of 
the plamiifis, with costs, and made the 
declaration sought: From that judgment the 
Atterney-Geneval entered an appeal solely on 
the question of costs, and the other defend- 
ants, described as ‘‘ the special defendants,”’ 
listed an appeal from the entire judgment. 
The plaintiffs raised a preliminary objection, 
and sought an order declaring that “the 
+ Rg defendants” cannot proceed with 
their appeal, as the Attorney-General, repre- 
senting the general public, who was joined 
with them as defendants in the action in the 
High Court, was appealing only in regard to 
costs 

These two appeals, the one by “‘ the special 
defendants ' and the other by the Attorney- 
General on the question of costs, are in the 
list of appeals for hearing during the Hilary 
sittings, and it will depend on the judgment 
on the preliminary objection whether or not 
the appeal by ‘‘the special defendants ' is 
competent. i

District Council—which was _ abolished— 
applies to make absolute a conditional order 
of mandamus to compel the County Covucil 
to determine, for submission to the Minister 
for Local Government aud Public Health, the 
amount of compensation to which he is en- 
titled for abolition of his office as such 
solicitor.

The Empire’s Trade. 
The trade

bought most of her imports from the 
mother country, but now the percentage 
of British the 
Commonwealth is less than forty. Last 
year’s figure was £57,000,000, the lowest 
amount for seven years, as the average for 
the previoys six years was £66,000, 000. 
Almost every group of manufactures shows 
a fall. Piece goods declined by some 
£2,000,000, electrical machinery by 
£1,000,000, and iron and steel by nearly 
£2,000,000, while the only improvement is 
shown by motor cars and motor cycles. 
These figures are sufficiently discouraging ; 
but they are likely to be worse before they 
become better. tariff, 
which applies to most manufactured goods, 
undoubtedly tend to reduce still 
further the Commonwealth’s imports from 
Great Britain. It is high time that 
British manufacturers should take counsel 
together in order to check the downward 
tendency of their trade with one of their 
most profitable markets. More than’ sixty 
per cent. of Australia’s imports ate being 
‘purchased from non-British countries— 
mainly from Japan and the United: States 
of America. Geography, it is true, plays 
an important part in the diversion of this 
sources; but other 
factors, be removed, are 
operating against Great, Britain. 

Britain had a monopoly of sea-borne 
trade for so many years that her 
exporters developed a “i superiority com- 
plex.’’ Other nations, such as the United 
States, broke completely with the old- 
fashioned methods of trading. They 
transformed commerce from a. leisurely 
pastime into a form of exact science. 
Young Americans and young Japanese 
were trained as merchants not only at 
technical schools, but also in the universi- 
ties, and, fresh ideas were brought to 
bear on the problems of trade, with. re- 
markable results. When the Great War 
began Britain still led the: world. in 
exports, followed longo intervallo by 
Germany; but when the fighting ended 
she found that Japan and the United 
States had invaded some of her best 
markets. Germany, for the moment, had 
ceased to count as a serious rival, but 
to-day she, too, has entered the lists onc 
again, bringing with her a crop-of entor- 
prising ideas. Gradually British traders 
are beginning to realise the necessity for 
reform, but their progress is far too slow. 
Other countries have ‘‘ rationalised ” their 
industries while Britain has been trifling 
with labour disputes and the like.

He, too, has enjoyed a virtual monopoly, 
indsmuch as the English market in 
the past has been ready to absorb 
as much produce and _ live-stock as 
he has cared to export. Since the War, 
however, young and sturdy rivals have 
appeared on the field, Denmark, Holland 
and Switzerland, in an effort to extend 
their overseas trade, have paid par- 
ticular attention to the British market. 
Fortunately, the Free State and 
Northern Governments, recognising the 
threat to their prosperity, have taken 
steps. to improve the quality of their 
exportd; but it is a significant fact that 
the latest\ returns published by the Free 
State Government reveal a drop in the 
value of live-steck and produce sold to 
Great Britain. ot only are foreign 
rivals improving their position at the 
expense of this county: the / British 
Government has launched"a campaign in 
England in favour of hom>killed | beef. 
The Free State exporter, therefore, has 
additional obstacles to: overcome MK he is 
to. maintain his position of supremacy. 
There is no reason why he should not 
able to overcome them; for his cattle are 
the best in the world, and his butter, eggs 
and kacon are second to none. Just as in 
the case of the British manufacturers, 
however, his marketing methods are out 
of date. The theory that what was good 
enough for his father is good enough for 
him has no validity, It is merely foolish, 
if not foolhardy, conservatism. 


. Medizeval Ireland. 

The chief glories of Ireland's Celtic 
literature are considered to belong to the 
old and middle periods of the Gaelic 
language. They are seen in the bold 
lineaments of the pagan epic and in the 
ecstacy of faith, and of the love of Nature, 
which appear in the early Christian 
poetry. Fascinated by the intrinsic 
charm and the remoteness and strangeness 
of these things, many readers have 
neglected the later periods in Irish letters. 
Dr. Robert Flower has made it his part 
to summon attention to that which former 
critics and commentators have neglected. 
In “ Ireland and Medieval Europe,’’ a 
lecture extracted from the proceedings of 
the British Academy, and published by 
Mr, Humphrey Milford, he brings his 
exceptional knowledge of currents in 
medisval literature to bear upon the 
problem of the influences which shaped 
the early modern period of the Irish 


| language and literature. We are reminded 


that the manuscripts of the olden period— 
from the sixth to the tenth. centuries— 
were written wholly in monasteries or 
monastic schools. The manuscripts of the 
middle period, the eleventh and twelfth 
centuries, represent a gathering and re- 
shaping of the old tradition; and they, in 
turn, were written chiefly in monasteries— 
in Monasterboice, Clonmacnoise and 
Terryglass. When, however, the renais- 
sance of the early modern period began in 
the fourteenth and fifteenth centuries 
literary custom had changed. Books now 
were written chiefly by members of certain 
professional families, in which the scribal 
art and the study of ancient tradition 
had become hereditary. Irish literary 
history of the late middle ages is bound 
up with fortunes of learned families such 
as the MacEgans, the O’Mulconrys, the 
MacFirbises, the MacWards and the 
O’Clerys. It was believed by at least one 
respectable historian that the literary 
families had been established by “ that 
remarkable -reformer,’’ Brian Boru, for 
the purpose of recording and maintaining 
tradition. Dr. Flower shows, however, that 
there was a second class of hereditary 
scribal families—that of the medical 
writers. Catalogues of Gaelic manuscripts 
in the museums and libraries furnish us 
with long lists of historical], devotional, 
philosophical, juridical and medical works. 
Dr. Flower tells us that two distinct 
styles run through these. Bardic and 
historical writers are austerely conserva- 
tive. Writers on medicine and philosophy 
draw liberally on the colloquial Irish of 
their age, and on English, French and 
Latin. He thinks that the second class 
of writers sprang from the patronage of 
the Anglo-Norman lords, and he discerns 
in the medical scribes one channel through 
which general European literature found 
its way into the Irish language. Another 
class through which the outer tradition 
poured into Ireland was the numerous 
body of monks, canons and friars of the 
international Orders. It becomes necessary 
to revise the notion that medieval Ireland 
was a land isolated from the rest of 
Christendom. Language and letters, when 
analysed thus, reveal the traces of a busy 
traffic, an intellectual conflict and a racial 
ferment in which a new tradition was 
forged. 


A Railway Breach. 


Those who have travelled along that 
stretch of the Great Western Railway 
Company's line, between Dawlish Warren 
and Teignmouth, where the train, flanked 
on one side by red sandstone cliffs and 
on the other by the sea, rushes through 
occasional] arches of rock, will learn with 
real regret that, perhaps, they may not 
pass that way again. This section is 
one of the most picturesque in 
England. The grotesque mass of rock, 
whose curjous shape in a more super- 
stitious age gave rise to the legend of the 
wicked parson who, with his clerk, was 
turned into stone for unhallowed traffick- 
ing with the devil, is a landmark known 
throughout the country and, indeed, 
wherever the English language is spoken. 
Unfortunately, however, the line from 


Dawlish Warren to Teignmouth lacks im- 


engineering merit what it makes up in 
beauty. Indeed, we may regard it as 
being one of the failures of that notable 
genius, Isambard Kingdom Brunel. For 
many years the railway company has been 
compelled to spend large sums to prevent 
th; cliffs, loosened by the vibration of 
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the metals, Now the sea, lashed by the 
recent gales, has undermined the track, 
and a chasm twenty-five feet deep and 
fifty feet long has appeared in the per- 
manent way. So extensive is th. damage 
that the -ailwav company is considering 
a plan by which the line may be diverted 
inland. Already the directors possess the 
powers necessary to carry out thir scheme. 
At present the main line trains are being 
passed over the metals of the Teign Valley 


It is interesting to note that more than 
once Brunel’s penchant vers le brio created 
problems for posterity. He laid a similar 
piece of line by the sea on the Dublin and 
Wexford Railway, with his eye more 
upon the gallery than upon economic 
requirement. Erosion compelled the with- 
drawal of a section from the watery 
menace ;-now it seems that history may 
repeat itself at Dawlish Warren. 


Commerce and Beauty. 


The decision of Messrs. J. C. Eno, Ltd., 
to instruct their ddvertising department 
that posters must not be erected where 
they will mar the beauty of their 
sarroundings deserves the highest com- 
mendation. & Messrs. Eno are not the only 
firm to manifest this sense of what 
is fitting. According to the secretary of 
the Council for the Preservation of Rural 
England, Shell-Mex, Lid., has undertaken 
to remove any of its signs that are a dis- 
figurement, and several years ago the} 
Dunlop Rubber Company removed some 
six thousand wayside advertisements in 
tho interests of rustic amenity. Such 
action by well-known firms is most en- 
\couraging, but we deplore the apparént in- 
difference of those bodies to whom the 
protection of the countryside has heen en- 
trusted by law. * Since 1907 local authori- 
ties havebeen empowered to issue by-laws 
to combat the nuisance, and in 1925 the 
Advertisement Regulation Act extended 
these powers to\no small extent, The 
shortest walk in any English lane, how- 
ever, is sufficient proof that appropriate 
by-laws have not heen issued, or, if 
issued, have not been enforced. It is diffi- 
cult to understand this supine conduct of 
the local authorities. People dwelling 
among the yellow and scarlet hortors that 
exhort passing moforists to stop at 
Blank’s Garage for petrol might have 
been expected to seize upon any weapon 
to purge their own districts of these 
abominations. Yet nothing has been done, 
and local authority has left the deience 
of local beauty to the enemy. We trusi 
that the example of Messrs. J. C. Eno, 
Ltd., Shell-Mex, Ltd., and the Dunlop 
Rubber Company will not be ignored by 
those who will benefit from their modera- 
tion. If the English people were resolved 
that the beauties of England must be pre- 
served at all costs, no firm or filling 
station would dare to ruin a neighbour- 
hood with its flaming appeals. 


A FILM OF THE WEEK. 


**KING—OF THE KHYBER 
RIFLES’? AT THE METROPOLE 
CINEMA, 


“ King—of the Khyber Rifles,’” showing at 
the Metropole Cinema this week, is, if one 
may put it so, a story of the Great War— 
with a difference. In this all-talking Fox 
production one is not taken over the familiar 
film settings of trench warfare in Flanders, 
but is given a glimpse of. war’s reactions in 
those far-flung outposts of Empire, where 
often great issues depended upon the courage 
and cleverness of a solitary individual. 

The path of duty is not always a rosy 
one. Thatewas what Captain King of the 
Khyber Rifles felt when, on the eve of the 
departure for France of the famous Scottish 
regiment to which he was recently attached, 
he was summoned to the War Office and re- 
assigned to duty with his old regiment—the 
Khyber Rifles—in India. Forbidden by 
highest command to breathe a word of a 
mission which rested upon him to prevent a 
Holy War of natives in the territory beyond 
the famous Pass, he is believed by his 
fellow-officers to have chosen an easy way 
out, and arrives back in India under a cloud. 
By a clever trick he worms his way into the 
headquarters of the Jeader of the threatened 
uprising, a half-caste native girl, who is 
‘worshipped as the goddess of the tribe. The 
virl falls in love with King and reveals to 
him her preparations—even taking him to 
hidden caves, where her fanatical followers 
are gathered together awaiting orders. King 
falls in love with the girl, and for a time 
forgets his mission, but a vision of what his 
regiment is suffering in France—revealed in 
a crystal by the girl—brings him to a sense 
of his duty. 

With the help of a handful of the. famous 
Rifles he seizes the natives’ stores of ammuni- 
tion and machine guns and places them in 
a position covering the rebels. The girl, 
realising the hopelessness of her followers’ 
position, calls cn them to lay down their 
arms, but in vain. ‘They shoot her as a 
traitor, and King with his followers then 
subdue them after a sanguipary encounter. 
“he job is done,” and King later rejoins 
his regiment with honours for services 
rendered, but congratulations and apologies 
mean nothing to him as he has left his heart 
buried in the deep defiles of the Khyber 
Pass. ; 

The story has been very beautifully 
treated, and a very praiseworthy efíort has 
been made to convey to the screen the wild 
grandeur of the historic Pass.- The settings 
in the mess room of the Scottish regiment, 
with the parade of pipers, and other 
formalities are also very well carried through 
and are very effective, 


WELL CHOSEN CAST, 

The cast is well chosen, Victor McLaglen 
pags the title part, and is to the manner 
orn—just the type of dour fighter one 
would expect to play a lone forlorn gamble 
against tremendous odds. Mitchell Lewis, 
as Mohammed Khan, is a droll, loveable old 
rufian, with a very refreshing way of rub- 
bing the slate clean of all the crimes ho 
commits. Myrna Loy is the only woman in 
the cast, and she is very artistic in her 
reading of the part of the native girl-goddess, 
whose love brings her dream world toppling 
to ruins. 

The dialogue is well spoken, and some 
lovely old Scottish airs, such as ‘‘ Blue 
Bonnets over the Border,’’ ‘‘Wha Widna 
fecht for Charlie?” and ‘* Annie Laurie,”’ are 
mtroduced with splendid effect.

The seaplane crashed from a height of 
400 feet into the sea, and the bodies re- 
niained in the machine, which was about 
thirty feet below the surface. 

The accident occurred during a trial, 
preparatory to an attempt to break the 
“record ” for a flight from Australia to 
Great Britain. 

Captain Grosvenor took up flying soon 
after he arrived in Australia. He bought 
a De Haviland moth plane as soon as he 
had learned to fly, and shortly afterwards 
he flew from Sydney to Adelaide in 
"record ” time. Last May and June he 
flew round Australia, a distance of 8,000 
miles, in ól days. 

When two Australian airmen, Flight- 
Lieutenant Moir and Flying-Officer Owen, 
‘were missed, he made a “00 miles search 
for them along the coast, and in the 
neighbourhood of Melville and Bathurst 
Islands. Then, a few weeks ago, news was 
received that he was planning an attempt 
to lower Captain Kingsford Smith’s 
"record ” of 13 days for a flight from 
Australia to England. This attempt has 
resulted in his death. 

Flicht-Lieutenant Briggs, one of 
Australia’s leading seaplane pilots, was 
aged 50 years, and had obtained special 
leave from the Australian Air Force to 
accompany Captain Grosvenor on “the 
flights. Mrs. Briggs is on her way from 
Australia to London by steamship. She 
left in the hope of greeting her husband 
when he arrived in London, at the con- 
clusion of the flight. 

Aircraftsman Ewen was in“his twenty- 
eighth year, and was married only a fort- 
night ago. 


REGRET AT ADELAIDE. 

Captain Grosvenor’s death, says an 
Adelaide telegram, is very deeply regretted 
in air circles here. He obtained his 
pilot’s licence shertly after his arrival! 
here, and was always: very keenly 1in- 
terested in flying. Captain Grosvenor had 
done much to assist aviation in South 
Australia, and his. flight round Australia 
last year proved him to be a most capable 
pilot. 


CAPTAIN GROSVENOR’S CAREER. 

Captain the Hon. Hugh Kaufe Grosvenor 
has been Aide-de-Camp to the Governor- 
General of South Australia since 1928. 
Born in 1904, he was the son and heir of 
the second Baron Stalbridge, and served 
for a time in the 7th Hussars. 


A NOTED AMATEUR RIDER. 
Captain Hugh Grosvenor was one of 
the best-known amateur riders under 
National Hunt Rulgs in England before 
he became aide-de-camp to the Governor 
of South Australia. When only twenty 


years of age he won on his father’s 


horse, Saint IV., at Cardiff Steeplechases. 
He had two rides in successive Grand 
Nationals. In 1926 he finished eighth on 
his father’s horse, Thrown In, but fell 
the following year from the same mount. 

He was to have ridden the horse again 
in the 1928 Grand National, but his 
Australian appointment prevented him. 

Captain Grosvenor and “ Thrown In” 
proved a successful combination in other 
races, including the Valentine Steeple- 
chase at Liverpool in 1926 and the Gold 
Cup at Cheltenham in 1927. 

His father. Lord Stalbridge, was him- 
self a fine rider and polo player. 


BAN AFFECTS THE

MR. JACKSON’S VIEW

It may be definitely stated that the 
ban on horse and dog-racing on Sundays 
and Church holidays imposed by the 
National Synod at Maynooth and the 
Bishop of Waterford had its affect on 
the Powerstown Park Meeting. to-day. 
The attendance, though good, was not up 
to the standard of the usual holiday 
gatherings at what is one of the most 
popular meetings in Ireland. | 

Though the weather was unfavourable 
during most of the racing, it cannot be 
pleaded as an excuse for the poor attend- 
ance; for the morning was fine and 
promised fairly well. The fact is “that 
the farmers and labourers of the rural 
districts adjoining Clonmel did not come 
to the races because of the ban, and at 
the ordinary holiday meetings they are 
the people that make up the majority of 
those present. Sporting people, however, 
came from Dublin and Waterford to 
support the fixture. 


MR. JACKSON'S VIEW. 

In an interview with me after the 
racing had concluded, Mr. Morton Jackson, 
the owner of the course, admitted that 
the ban had seriously affected the meeting, 
and had given a further set-back to Irish 
horse-racing and breeding as a national 
industry. 

“TI might point out,” he said, ‘* that 
during 1929 Irish horses carried off the 
premier honours in the principal races in 
England. I have already stated my posi 
tion to you, not from a selfish or loca) 
point of view, but from a national aspect, 
and. despite everything that has happened, 
I still adhere to what I have said.’’ 


HORSES WITHDRAWN. 

For the present nothing more can be 
said beyond the fact that, despite all 
difficulties, a good day’s racing was en- 
joved. At least nine or ten horses were 
withdrawn on account of the ban—and 
most of these were local entries-—so that 
it was necessary to give the second race 
as a walk-over. 

It was a fairly good day for the book- 
makers, since only one favourite out of 
four came home 

As far as could be gathered, the repre- 
sentative opinion of racehorse owners, 
trainers and officials was that the ban 
was going to do harm to horse-racing, and 
that the sooner that the whole matter 
was settled amicably the better for every- 
body concerned.

Affairs are moving somewhat slowly at 
the Conference as far as non-German 
reparations are concerned, but more 
quickly and more satisfactorily in respect 
of German reparations. There is stil] no 
sign of the small Powers. reaching an 
agreement in their financial disputes. 


BULGARIA PLEADS POVERTY. 

The. negotiations between Austria and 
the Little Hntente are being continued, 
while the Hungarian problem, which is 
the one most likely to cause difficulties, 
ha: not yet been approached by the Non- 
German Reparations Commission. The 
Bulgarian delegation, through the mouth 
of its chief delegate, M Bouroff, to-day 
‘had its chance to plead poverty before the 
Non-German: Reparations Commission, - 

M. Bouroff submitted a statement on 
Bulgaria’s economic and financial] situa- 
tion, in which he pointed out that 
Bulgaria was not in a position to bear 
heavy reparation burdens. 

A drafting committee was finally formed 
by the Commission to examine proposed 
alterations to a scheme of payments which 
is to be submitted to the Bulgarian delega- 
tion for its acceptance. 


GERMANY’S PAYMENTS. 

The representatives of the six inviting 

Powers conferred to-day on various 
technical points in connection with 
German reparations, and particularly on 
the question as to whether Germany’s 
payments should be made on the 15th or 
at the end of the month. The Germans 
consider this an important point, as they 
estimate that they will lose about 4,500,000 
gold marks annually ir interest if the 
payments are made in the middle, and not 
at the end, of the month. 
_ On the other hand, the experts in Paris, 
in drawing up the Young plan, always 
regarded the 15th of the month as pay- 
ment day. The question is still under 
consideration by the German Reparations 
Commission. 


SANCTIONS DIFFICULTY. 

As regards sanctions, the private con- 
versations between German and French 
statesmen are continuing, and there is a 
feeling that a solution of the trouble agree- 
able to both sides will be found. 

A suggestion, it is reported, has been 
made by the French side that the Inter- 
national Cou-e of Justice at The Hague 
should be the final arbiter as to whether 
Germany has wilfully defaulted or not in 
her payments, and a point that remains 
to be settled is whether, if the verdict woes 
against Germany, sanctions can be im- 
posed, and of what nature. 


MINISTERS GOING TO GENEVA. 

M. Briand proposes to leave for Geneva 
on Friday for the meeting of the League’s 
Council, and it is not yet certain whether 
he will return to The Hague, as the 
Premier, M. Tardieu, is remaining here, 
and can deal with all questions which are 
likely to arise. 

The German Foreign Minister, Herr 
Curtius, also proposes to go to Geneva 
for the League Council, and after this he 
will, if possible, return here,

RAPID PROGRESS.

CORK, Monday. 

A farther stép towards the completion of 
the Cork Harbour Commissioners’ important 
land reclamation scheme at Tivoli, a few 
miles .outside the city, was made this after- 
noon, when the members considered the 

question of providing railway facilities. 
The Tivoh scheme is designed to provide 
more than one hundred and fifty acres of 
land reclaimed: from the bed of the River Lee, 
where numerous sites will be made available 
for industries of various kinds. A_ second 
channel providing accommodation for yessels 


4 drawing up to twenty-seven feet of water, is 


being dredged ‘to this spot from Blackrock, 
and in conjunction “with the. necessary 
wharves ‘and berths it will be essential that 
adequate railhead_ comminication should also 
be established with the Great Southern Rail- 
sway system : ‘<4 

Nearly thirty acres have now. been re- 
claimed, inéluding the approach road. Five 
acrés are actually readv for the commence- 
ment of buildin: operations. 


RAILWAY COMPANY'S ESTIMATE. 

I have been informed that the members 
who visited the site this afternoon were 
unanimous in deciding to recommend that the 
Board should accept the estimate of the 
Great Southern Railway for providing rail 
connection. This estimate, amounting to 
£1,200, provides for the erection of what is 
virtually a railway junetion on the site, com- 
plete with signalling installation. 

The inspection of the scheme to-day re- 
Vealed the rapid progres’ that has been made 
with the work since Mr. Richard Wallace 
was” first elected Chairman of the Board 
fifieen months ago. The plans at. present in 
contemplation for the expedition of the work 
bring within reach the possibilities of the 
scheme proving a valwable asset to the port.

In 
the case of the Great Southern Raliways, in 
particular, the reuuct.ons mace in @xXpenuilure 
on the railway and other businesses óí the 
compauy, together with a considerable in- 
crease in miscellaneous receipts, has more 
than offset the large decrease in recejpts dur- 
ing the year, the net income in 1928 being 

higher than that for 1927 by £114,595. 

In 1928 the Great Southerr Railways paid a 
dividend on the Ordinary Stock at the rate 
of 1 per cent., which was the first year since 
the date of amalgamation (lst January, 1925)

without drawing on the reserve funds of the 
company. The Great Northern Railway in 
1928 paid a dividend on the Ordinary Stock 
at the rate of 3 per cent. after appropriating 
an amount of £30,000 from the Reserve Fund.

*. The number of accidents to trains, rolling 
stock and permanent way was “276, as com- 
pared with 338 for the previous year. 
Collisions numbered six, as compared with 14 
in 1927. The number of derailments was 42 
(22 passenger trains and 20 goods trains. and 
light engines), as compared with 52 for the 
previous year. There were no casualties. 
There were 14 persons killed and 112 in- 
jured in accidents caused by the movement of 
trains, as compared with 13 killed and 108 
injured in the previous year. Of the’ former 
numbers, two of the killed and 49 of the in- 
jured were passengers, two of the killed and 
59 of the injured were servants, and 10 of the 
killed and four of the injured were neither 
passengers nor servants of the companies.

RAILWAY EMBANKMENT

THE CINEMA, ACCIDENT. 
PORTRUSH COMMENTS,
